A county of­ 
ficial said the recent rains were particularly damaging 
because there was little vegetation in the streambed to ab­ 
sorb the water and that underground water tables were at a 
high level The rains broke the worst drought in more than 20 
years. Intermittent light showers this morning across Santa 
Ynez and Lompoc Valleys added only a trace of rain to 
weather gauges. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
voted today to override President Ford’s 
veto of a $6.2 billion public works bill 
which Democrats say will provide jobs 
for 700.000 unemployed Americans. 
The Senate was to vote on whether to 
override later in the day. Two-thirds 
majorities in both houses are needed to 
overturn the veto. 
The House vote was SIO to 98. 41 more 
than the two-thirds needed to override. 
Ford has called the bill a “hoax.” say­ 
ing it costs too much and will not create 
nearly the number of jobs claimed. 
In House debate Speaker Carl Albert 
pointed to the nation’s 7.8 per cent un­ 
employment rate and called Ford’s veto 
"the most ill-timed in the last five 
years." 
House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes of Arizona urged the House to up­ 
hold the veto, saying the bill would 
"rekindle the fires of inflation." 
Congress has overridden only eight of 
Ford’s previous 45 vetoes. 
Democratic sponsors say their bill 
would create 600.000 jobs through public 


works projects around the country, such 
as building sewers and sidewalks, and 
100,000 more through projects to reduce 
water pollution. 
The bill includes $1.5 billion in aid to 
state and local governments to keep 
them from laying off policemen, firemen 
and other workers, and Democrats say 
this will preserve another 100,000 ex­ 
isting jobs. 
At his news conference Tuesday, Ford 
said the bill actually would create fewer 
than 120,000 jobs and would do that slow­ 
ly and at a cost of $25,000 per job. 
The White House and GOP congres­ 
sional leaders were lobbying to persuade 
legislators to uphold Ford’s veto, then 
pass a COP alternate bill introduced by 
Rep. Gary Brown and Sen. Robert P. 
Griffin, both of Michigan. 
It would add money to an existing com­ 
munity development bill, involving 
projects such as urban renewal, in areas 
with unemployment over 8 per cent. Its 
backers say it would create 63,000 jobs in 
1976 and would cost about $780 million 
the first year.

Second privately-owned outpatient 
clinic to be opened in Lompoc

A second privately-owned outpatient 
clinic will open shortly in Lompoc, it was 
revealed last night during a special 
meeting of the Lompoc Hospital District 
Board of Directors. 
Because of the two clinics, Dr. 
Lawrence Hart, director of county 
health care services, agreed to return to 
Lompoc in three months to re-evaluate 
the need for the county to open a local 
outpatient clinic. 
The re-evaluation would depend on 
how well the two clinics are meeting the 
medical service needs here. 
He said. “ I don’t want the present 
clinic to collapse.’’ 
Dr. Rod Hamer, who opened the Com­ 
munity Medical Clinic earlier this month 
at 119 South B St., informed Dr. Hart 
that Dr. David Gordin will open an out­ 
patient clinic in Lompoc sometime in 


March and the county should wait and 
see if the "private sector" can meet the 
medical needs locally before es­ 
tablishing its clinic. 
Dr. Hart said that the county did not 
want to compete with the two private 
clinics and suggested he would return in 
three months to re-evaluate the situa­ 
tion. This re-evaluation, he indicated, 
would be done with input from local 
physicians and the hospital board. 


Dr. Hart has proposed to the board of 
supervisors that the Santa M aria 
Hospital be closed and two clinics — one 
in Lompoc and one in Santa Maria — be 
opened in its place. His appearance 
before hospital board was at the invita­ 
tion of Ken Wicks, the hospital ad­ 
ministrator. 
The doctor basically told the board 
that the county is interested in opening a 
clinic in Lompoc if the medical com­ 


munity felt one was needed. 
"W e’ll do what is needed, but we want 
to be sure we are not duplicating present 
services," he said, adding " I ’m in­ 
terested to find what you’d like and see 
what we can provide." 
If a county clinic was established, he 
said, it would be a 40-hour a week opera­ 
tion. open to those who cannot find a 
private doctor. 
When the possibility of setting up the 
clinic in the hospital was discussed, Dr. 
Hamer criticized the board for its "in­ 
consistency" of considering this move 
after voting down his proposal earlier 
this year that the hospital establish an 
outpatient clinic to relieve the doctor 
shortage in Lompoc. 
Dr. Gordin, an orthopedic surgeon who 
practices part-time locally, could not be 
reached this morning to comment about 
his plans for opening a clinic. 
District officials meet privately 
with critics of school closures

School Supt. Clarence Bloom today 
declined to comment on a private session 
held with critics of plans for closing two 
elementary schools. 
Bloom and two school trustees, board 
chairman Gail Steiger and Richard K. 
Jacoby met last night with represen­ 
tatives of SOS. Save Our Schools, in an 
effort to iron out differences that have 
marred their relations. 
Parents in the La Mesa and Miguelito 
school areas are critical of steps to 
mitigate safety hazards they say their 
children will have to face in the fall when 
the schools are closed and the children 
are shifted to other schools. Parents in 
the La Mesa area of Vandenberg Village, 


particularly have been critical of a sur­ 
vey form which has been circulated by 
the administration. The form provides 
them with an opportunity to say where 
they want their children to attend school 
in the fall. Los Berros or Buena Vista. 
The parents say they don’t want to fill 
out the form until they get answers to the 
question of safety hazards and bus 
schedules. 


But while Bloom remained silent, 
David Wulftange, of the SOS group, to­ 
day characterized the meeting with the 
administration as giving promise for a 
resolution of the dispute. He said "it was 
a good meeting." and added, "The board 
members discussed the questions in good 
faith." 


The board and the administration must 
decide soon whether the La Mesa stu­ 
dents will be shifted en masse to Los 
Berros, or whether they will be split 
between the school and Buena Vista. 
In terms of Miguelito, the administra­ 
tion must decide how to rearrange boun­ 
daries to permit nearby schools to ab­ 
sorb about 250 students. Some of the dis­ 
placed students probably will go to 
Hcpgood. some to Clarence Ruth and 
some to schools yet to be selected. 
Focal point of parents in the area has 
been on safety factors along Olive 
Avenue for students walking to Hapgood, 
and along Ocean Avenue for those stu­ 
dents who are assigned to schools which 
are located across the artery from their 
south Lompoc homes. 
Rocky blasts special interest groups 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson A. Rockefeller said today 
special interest groups are battling 
President Ford s anti-inflation drive not 
only in Congress but also within his own 
administration. 
In one of the most outspoken speeches 
of his vice presidency, Rockefeller in a 
speech written for delivery to the 
National Press Club also attacked the 
current primary elections. Congress, the 
federal bureaucracy, the political par­ 
ties and America’s “ national negative 
kick.” 
He said special interest groups are 
making it more difficult for the 
D em ocratic Congress and the 
Republican President to reach a compro­ 
mise needed for federal action in such 
fields as foreign policy and energy. 
"President Ford’s fight to keep down 
inflation has run smack into this basic 
difficulty with special group pressures 
on and within the Congress and indeed 
the executive and the administration as 
well,” Rockefeller said. 
He warned that failure to cure this will 
mean “ the demise of democracy 
itself.” 
Rockefeller’s speech text contained no 
explanation of his charge of anti-Ford 
"special group pressures’’ within his ad­ 
ministration. 
Other Rockefeller targets: 
— The current primaries: "In the 


plethora of primaries, we witness mostly 
personality contests — candidacies 
based not on party programs or issues 
but on personalities and promises." He 
did not specifically exempt Ford. 
— Leaks and disclosures: "The drive 
for openness in government, however well 
intentioned — sunshine laws and the like, 
the insistence that all deliberations be 
open to the public — stifles expression of. 
thought and makes the achievement of 
compromise more difficult.’’ 
— Congress meddling: "It is one thing 
— and a very appropriate and essential 
one — for the Congress to review foreign 
policy. It is another to try to conduct 
Ford to send

WASHINGTON (U FI) - At President 
Ford’s request, Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller will visit France, Australia, 
New Zealand, Iran, Malaysia and 
Singapore between March 20 and April 4, 
the White House announced today. 
Rockefeller will hold foreign policy 
discussions with leaders of the six 
countries and represent the United 
States at bicentennial observances, the 
announcement said. 
The vice president’s wife, Happy, will 
make the two-week trip with him.

Iceland cuts 
British ties 
in 'cod war' 
R E Y K JA V IK , Iceland (U P I) - 
Iceland today broke off diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Britain in their “ cod war” 
over fishing rights off the Icelandic 
coast. It was the first such break 
between two NATO members and 
threatened to touch off a crisis in the 
North Atlantic Alliance. 
The break, announced after a special 
cabinet meeting, climaxed a series of 
skirmishes between British vessels and 
Icelandic gunboats trying to prevent 
British ships from fishing within 
Iceland's self-proclaimed 200-mile limit. 
A statement from the Icelandic 
Foreign Ministry said: 
"The Icelandic embassy in London has 
announced to the British Foreign office 
the decision of the government of 
Iceland to break diplomatic relations 
between Iceland and Britain. The 
government of Norway has agreed that 
the Norwegian embassy will take care of 
Icelandic interests in Britain.” 
It was the first break in relations 
between two North Atlantic Treaty 
organization members and the most 
serious incident within the NATO since 
the 1974 Cyprus crisis between Greece 
and Turkey. 
(In London, a British spokesman said 
the break was announced in a note 
handed to the Foreign Office by Icelan­ 
dic charge d’affaires Helgi Agustsson.) 
NATO Secretary General Joseph Luns 
has tried to mediate the dispute in per­ 
sonal visits to Reykjavik and London and 
later Iceland’s Prime Minister Geir 
Hallgrimsson made a trip to London to 
confer with British Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson, but that session ended in 
deadlock.

LIMA. Peru (U PI) - Rock-throwing 
demonstrators smashed windows in the 
U.S. Embassy in Lima late Wednesday 
night in a protest against the visit of 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


Kissinger, praising the spirit of 
cooperation shown by Peru’s military 
leaders during his visit, left for Brazil on 
his Latin-American swing today as U S 
embassy officials assessed the damage 
from the attack. 


While Kissinger was being toasted at a 
banquet at the Peruvian foreign ministry 
W ednesday 
n ig h t, 
about 
30 
demonstrators hurled rocks at the em­ 
bassy in a sudden attack, smashing about 
eight plate glass windows. 


Embassy security guards fired shots 
into the air and local police stationed in 
the heavily guarded downtown area near 
the embassy rushed to the scene, break­ 
ing up the disturbance and making a 
number of arrests. 


The rock-throwing attack was the first 
incident during the Kissinger visit. The 
attack took place despite a heavy display 
of police throughout the downtown area. 


It was the first attack of this nature on 
the embassy since the Feb. 5, 1975, riots 
in Lima when the embassy was repeat­ 
edly stoned during a wave of arson, van­ 


dalism and looting that left 86 persons 
dead. 
Kissinger's air force jet took off for 
Brazil at 9:25 a m. Minutes before, Kis­ 
singer told local newsmen that from now 
on. “ Peru and the United States will deal 
with each other on a basis of equality and 
respect." 
» 
Foreign Minister Miguel Angel de la 
Flor said the visit "strengthened the 
relations of the United States with Peru 
by informing Kissinger of the Peruvian 
revolution of the armed forces ” 


Kissinger, during private meetings 
with the ruling generals of Peru, assured 
them of Washington’s understanding of 
their independent foreign policy and 
profound domestic social changes. 


The secretary said the United States 
can work with Peru’s leftist military 
government without always agreeing 
with its outspoken positions as a non­ 
aligned. Third World nation. 


The reform-minded government’s 
nationalization of large U.S. properties 
has strained U.S.-Peruvian relations, but 
Kissinger’s cordial reception by govern­ 
ment leaders reflected an improved at­ 
mosphere.

Water agency hasn't

dropped cloud-seeding

Although cautioned from some 
quarters that cloud-seeding might bring 
more woe to the county government than 
increased crop yield for agriculturalists, 
County Water Agency directors have not 
dismissed completely a proposal by a 
consultant firm to engage in wringing 
water from future cloud formations 
while the “ rainy season” is still on. 


The agency board, headed by Super­ 
visor Harrell Fletcher, is to receive 
written comments on the North 
Am erican W eather Consultants’ 
proposal from agency engineer-manager 
Charles Lawrance at its Feb. 24 session 
in Santa Barbara. 
Meanwhile, a conclusion that cloud- 
seeding "on the average can increase 
precipitation in agricultural areas ap­ 
proximately IO per cent" has just 
reached the agency directors from 
County Farm Adviser George E. 
Goodall, who also is County director of 
the University of California Cooperation 
Extension in the county. 
Goodall, in delivering a written report 
on the proposed countywide weather 
modification program that has been un­ 
der discussion, said he based this conclu­ 
sion in checking over the consultants’ 
report about increased rainfall in rela­ 
tion to the average precipitation of each 
of the water basin areas of the county. 
The probability that county authorities 
would have sought disaster relief from 
effects of drought was strong until the 
recent six-day rain occurred almost at 
the same time as receipt of the cloud- 
seeding proposal. 
But any cloud-seeding proposal now — 
without an emergency declaration sup­ 
ported by the state — would doubtlessly 
have to undergo review under California 
Environmental Quality Act guidelines, 
the county has been told. 
The big rain just experienced 
amounted to approximately "35 to 40 per 
cent 
of 
the annual 
seasonal 
precipitation,” it has been reported, and 
came at a good time, but more is needed. 
If there is no further rain for the rest 
of the water year ending this spring, a 
new emergency could surface, it is 
believed, and drought conditions come 
again. 
One impediment toward financing a 
cloud-seeding program even for a month 
or so is that there are no funds budgeted 
by the Water Agency for an emergency 


program. 
“ More rain is needed to insure 
reasonably good crops,” Robert Hunt, 
executive secretary of the County Farm 
Bureau, has said. Questions about the 
need for environmental review for a 
rain making program has brought state­ 
ments that large amounts of rain so in­ 
duced could be helpful to crops in one 
area but bring flood and erosion damage 
in other areas such as the still- 
vulnerable Carpinteria Valley. 


It has been pointed out farmers in 
some areas might claim the clouds 
heading their way were "milked” dry by 
the seeding process allowing precipita­ 
tion to fall elsewhere. 


Hunt felt farmers are now heading into 
the period when lesser amounts of rain 
fall, and delays caused by any en­ 
vironmental review "might torpedo the 
whole thing.” 
Dry farmers need more rain in the 
next two to three weeks,” declared 
Fletcher. “ Otherwise, what would come 
up may die.” 
As to liability, the supervisors were 
told that there "have been some suits 
filed" as a result of cloud-seeding that 
went awry, but "there’s never been a 
court judgment as yet” against a cloud- 
seeder or sponsor. 


Fletcher called on the board to "keep 
the matter before us.”

Council candidates 
Peto puts priority on jobs

Council candidate John C. 
Peto sees the development of 
an industrial park as the No. I 
priority that the city should 
work toward in the immediate 
future and favors other 
methods of providing employ­ 
ment opportunities for young 
people to keep them from hav­ 
ing to leave town to find jobs 
when they get out of high 
school 
Peto, 54, is a senior quality 
control analyst for the Federal 
Electric Corp at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base. He has lived in 
Lompoc for the past 16 years 
and currently serves on the 
planning commission 
His responses to questions on 
an assortment of issues in­ 
clude: 
Water — “We don’t really 
know what the drought did to 
our water tables so our water 
situation is still somewhat in 
doubt as to how much we have, 
how long we can go without 
some type of emergency situa­ 
tion 
“If we are going to grow, we 
are going to need water If any 
type of industry comes to town, 
it is going to need water. If we 
have cheap water, it is a big in­ 
ducement to get industry to 
come to town We are going to 
have to take a leading role in 
the north county to try to get 
supplemental water from 
somewhere as cheaply as possi­ 
ble The council is going to have 
to examine every aspect of the 
situation — where we can get 
water cheapest — and bring the 
facts to the public so it can 
decide how much it wants to 
pay for water, is it worth it, and 
if it is. then go ahead and buy 
it.” 
Capital improvements — “An 
industrial park is one of the 
first priorities. We also need a 
fire station and expanded ser­ 
vices. There also may be a real 
need to expand our electrical 
utility system. Of the three, the 
highest priority is the industrial 
park. Our zoning to put it out 
there on Central Avenue is a 
good idea. We need to develop it

further and put some capital 
into it, and we just may get 
some industry here in town." 
NCPA membership — “The 
Northern California Power 
Agency is a thing that is 
already in existence. It has 
served the city well in the past. 
.Some have brought up the ques­ 
tion that maybe the city should 
get out of the power business I 
don’t know which would be the 
best route to take at this time. 
In the coming months we need 
to look at the situation and 
make a decision from the facts 
we come up with.” 
Lompoc Economic Develop­ 
ment Association —- "I think it 
is too ea sy to c r itic iz e 
something that wasn’t succes­ 
sful. To some extent it is not a 
total loss It was a good idea to 
begin with. I think it explored 
the situation to try to get some 
kind of industry to come to 
Lompoc. 
“We learned that we’re going 
to have a hard time competing 
with other cities across the na­ 
tion (Mi an even basis for light 
industry ... We should turn the 
thrust of the economic develop­ 
ment association away from 
competing with the private sec­ 
tor and toward looking for some 
federal grants that Lompoc 
might be eligible for because of 
our proximity to FCI and 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
“In the past the fact that we 
were off the main routes of 
commerce put us at a disadvan­ 


tage. There now may be some 
federal funds we are eligible for 
just on that basis LEDA should 
explore all the possibilities 
along that line We may be able 
to get a grant for some kind of 
wind energy research facility. 
We have a wind that blows con­ 
stantly the year around. It is 
one of the big energy-producing 
research and development 
programs the government is 
funding, and we may be able to 
get a grant for Lompoc. I don’t 
think we should cut out the 
LEDA. If we keep it going and 
change its thrust, it would be 
somewhat successful." 
Collective bargaining — "I 
think that collective bargaining 
for city employes is something 
that should be continued." 
City taxes — ‘‘Everybody 
wants a lot of things from 
government but everybody 
wants taxes reduced. I don’t 
think there’s any way we can 
get our taxes reduced. Since we 
all pay taxes in one way or 
another — on income, gasoline, 
cigarettes, etc. — one way we 
can keep our taxes down is to 
make sure we get everything 
we pay for insofar as taxes are 
concerned. 
"Let’s make certain we get 
back everything we’re eligible 
for in refunds and federal 
grants ... In the past we have 
been reluctant to take advan­ 
tage of particular programs 
that some of the other cities 
close around have not been

Parks near freeways may be dangerous 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Parks located near freeways may be 
dangerous to your health, the city Environmental Quality Commis­ 
sion says. 
* 
The commission recommended Wednesday that new parks not 
be built within 300 feet of freeways less citizens seeking recreation 
be exposed to potentially dangerous levels of lead pollution. 
“ Potential hazards are greatest near roadways built at or above 
adjacent ground level,” commission president Betsy La tis ex­ 
plained. “ This is because lead particles are heavy and fall out 
rapidly.” 
Because of concern about lead fallout and noise, the Parks and 
Recreation Commission has already issued guidelines requiring 
parks to stop 150 feet short of freeways. The commission recom­ 
mended that the distance be doubled. 


Swallows taking off for Capistrano 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO (UPI) - The swallows that legend 
and song say return to the old Spanish mission here so regularly 
have taken off on the annual journey. 
Mission officials said Wednesday thay had been notified by 
swallow-watchers in Argentina, where the birds spend the winter, 
that the birds have begun the 6,000 mile flight to their summer 
nests in the eaves of the 200-year-old mission.

Nixon may leave from Canada 


on controversial China trip 


Lack of federal action

LOS A N G ELES (U PI) - 
Richard Nixon will leave on his 
controversial second trip to 
China Friday morning from Los 
Angeles International Airport 
aboard a Chinese plane now 
waiting in Canada to pick him 
up 
A Canadian official said there 
were rumors Nixon might leave 
from Canada because of the dis­ 
approval of his trip by some 
U.S. leaders. 
Neither Nixon, his represen­ 
tatives nor the Chinese govern­ 
ment have said when the 
former president would leave 
for Peking. 
Details of his travel plans 
came from airport sources here 
and in Vancouver, B.C. 
A Chinese Boeing 707 landed 
at Vancouver, 1,300 miles to the 
north, am id tight security 
Wednesday. The jet was towed 
to a h an gar, and sp e c ia l 
cu stom s and im m igratio n 


facilities were set up for the 15 
crew m em bers.

Alan Jay, spokesman for the 
Canadian transport ministry, 
said he had heard unofficial 
reports that Nixon might board 
the plane in Vancouver because 
of “ unhappiness” in Washing­ 
ton over the trip.

nation’s intelligence secrets be 
stopped.” 
Neither the executive action 


nor the proposed bill would app­ 
ly to members of Congress or 
their staffs, who may leak 
se c re ts to re p o rte rs who 
publish the information. 
Congressional 
leaders sup­ 
ported Ford’s call to punish 
leakers but agreed his execu­ 
tive action or proposed legisla­ 
tion could not affect Capitol 
Hill.

In a nationwide television and 
radio broadcast Wednesday 
night, Mrs Peron said, “ I am 
not in terested in my re ­ 
election. nor will I accept being 
a (presidential) candidate for 
the next constitutional period.” 
But she em phasized she 
would not quit before the end of 
her current term. 
Her term is now scheduled to 
expire May 25,1977 but she said 
elections would be held “ before 
the end of the year.” They 
originally were set for March, 
1977, then pushed up to next Oc­ 
tober and then postponed. 
She said she hoped her deci­ 
sion not to be a candidate had 
“ contributed to the recon­ 
ciliation of all Argentines.’’ 
Mrs. Peron, a 45-year-old 
former cabaret dancer, became 
the world s first woman presi­ 
dent July 1.1974 after the death 
of her husband. President Juan 
Peron 
Her announcement was an 
apparent attempt to defuse 
Argentina's latest political cri­ 
sis. which exploded last Mon­ 
day when the government an­ 
nounced the end of Congress' 
emergency session.

A set of animal-keeping or­ 
dinands drafted after many 
hours of deliberation and con­ 
sidered to be "reasonably con­ 
sistent with efforts throughout 
the tri-counties area and the 
state to provide practical, en­

No one who spoke at the hear­ 
ing favored the ordinances, 
other than city staff members 
who helped draft them The odd 
thing about it was that the or­ 
dinances were opposed by 
animal keepers and non-animal 
keepers alike. 
Some who spoke opposed the 
ordinance because it specifies 
that a person may own up to six 
chickens, ducks, geese, turkeys 
or similar fowl, or a combina­ 
tion of six such fowl, and up to 
12 rabbits or chinchillas or 
similar animals, or a combina­ 
tion thereof.

them to "only” six fowls and 12 
small animals. 
Council members and some 
members of the audience found 
other faults with it, notably that 
it did not provide the right of 
appeal and did not allow for 
"special circumstances 
Now the procedure will start

residential zones, but under the 
o rd in a n c e he w ould be 
prohibited from having any 
animals at all. 
A few provisions of the or­ 
dinance did have some support. 
The part that prohibits crowing 
roosters was cheered by a few 
who spoke to the matter, and 
the exclusion of 4-H and FFA 
members from provisidns of 
one ordinance for their tem­ 
porary animal projects drew no 
opposition. 


Even with its additional sec­ 
tions that may make the or­ 
dinance acceptable to the city 
council - and again maybe not. 
since there will be two new 
members the next time the 
council meets — it is not likely 
that it will satisfy residents 
who. for one reason or another, 
do not want the ordinance. 


At any rate, it may be some 
time before the matter is heard 
from again, since after staff 
drafts the changes ordered by 
the council 
the amended 
proposals must go through the 
planning ’ commission 
again 
before reaching the council 
The planning commission’s 
resolution recommending the 
ordinance amending the animal 
control sections of the city code 
says that the existing sections 


have been "found to be in 
adequate to meet the public 
needs as they relate to the 
health and welfare of the com­ 
munity.” 
Numerous complaints man­ 
dated the changes, the resolu­ 
tion added, noting also that the 
Lompoc Racing Pigeon Club 
and several individuals have 
voiced protests to the proposed 
changes 
Main provisions of the or­ 
dinance amending the city code 
are as follows.

NEW YORK (UPI) — By any measuring stick you use, 
Bill Curry has to be considered an old pro. Not old, old. 
He’s only 33, still in superb physical shape and was with the 
Green Bay Packers as recently as last September. Now 
after 20 years of playings football, he’s right back where he 
started from. 
He’s back in college, loves it and says the pros would be 
shocked at how much they could learn there about football. 
Twice an All-Pro center, former president of the Nation­ 
al Football League Players Association and an individual 
with exceptionally sharp insight into others, Bill Curry 
played for Green Bay, Baltimore, Houston and Los Angeles 
in his time. 
He might have hung on with the Packers this past season, 
playing under his old buddy, Bart Starr, who used to be a 
teammate with Green Bay IO years before, but he was 
coming off an injured knee that kept him from playing the 
way he knew he could and rather than take up space on the 
roster, as some others would’ve, Bill Curry retired and 
finished the year scouting for the Packers. 
Now he’s back at his alma mater. Georgia Tech, serving 
as offensive line coach under Head Coach Pepper Rodgers 
and naturally, he saw where two of the country’s top 
college coaches. Lou Holtz and Dick Vermeil, left good jobs 
at North Carolina State and UCLA the past few days to'ac­ 
cept head coaching positions in the pro ranks with the New 
York Jets and Philadelphia Eagles. Holtz and Vermeil 
were following the same pattern others like John McKay, 
Rick Forzano. John Ralston, Don Coryell, Chuck Fairbanks 
and Tommy Prothro had before them. 
What does Bill Curry think of this trend? 
He thinks it s an excellent one. 
"The real creativity in football is coming from the 
colleges,” he says. "I’m not saying all professional 
coaches are dullards. I am saying that scouting for the 
Packers this past year, I saw, conservatively, 200 football 
teams, and I can tell you that I was surprised and un­ 
believably impressed with the quality coaching in college 
football. What impressed me most about the coaches was 
their sincerity, their ability to communicate and the 
tremendous rapport they had with their players.” 
At some of the schools Bill Curry visited, the coaches 
would stick a piece of chalk in his hand, maneuver him up 
to the blackboard and pick his brains a bit. Bill Curry 
picked up things from the college coaches as well. Little 
things no coach in the pros ever talked to him about. 
"I’ll show you what I mean— this will give me a chance 
to brag on Pepper Rodgers, my head coach here at Georgia 
Tech.” Curry says, smiling. "My first few weeks here, we 


discussed the exchange of the ball between the center and 
quarterback. We talked about the angle at which the center 
would turn his wrists, the actual portion of the ball we ex­ 
pect to hit the quarterback’s hand and the reason why a 
quarterback should get the ball a certain way on a 
Wishbone Offense. 
"It sounds a little, incredible, but in IO years with the 
pros. I had not discussed the center-quarterback exchange 
with anyone. I played center for 20 years and never once 
snapped the ball for a Shotgun Offense. The only time I 
ever did was on punts and extra points.” 
Spring practice doesn’t start for a few weeks but Bill 
Curry is looking forward to it. He’s excited over the 
prospect of working with Georgia Tech’s eager youngsters. 
One of them, an offensive lineman from Tennessee, had a 
problem he wanted to talk with Curry about the other day. 
One of his lab classes in civil engineering was going to con­ 
flict with spring practice. The boy was worried. Curry told 
him not to be, explaining that the classroom should always 
come ahead of football practice. 
Best player Bill Curry ever saw was Dick Butkus. He 
doesn’t single out the best coach he ever played for, but he 
has a comment about each of them. 
—Bill Badgett, his high school coach at (Allege Park, 
Ga.— “He’s still out there working with the kids every day. 
One of the most dedicated human beings I’ve ever seen.” 
—Bobby Dodd, Georgia Tech —"A man with the 
remarkable quality of remaining calm in the midst of 
chaos.” 
—Vince Lombardi, Green Bay —"He had a most 
awesome force of will and it was communicable. He 
literally made you do things you never dreamed you could 
do." 
—Don Shula, Baltimore—"A perfectionist.” 
—Don McCafferty. Baltimore —"I became closer to him 
than any head coach I ever worked for. I loved him like a 
father." 
—John Sandusky. Baltimore— "John is a good example 
of a talented coach who worked all his life to become head 
coach and then because of the nature of our profession, he 
had to replace his best friend. Don McCafferty. He never 
got a fair chance.” 
—Bill Peterson. Houston— "He was caught in a very dif­ 
ficult situation.” 
—Chuck Knox. Los Angeles— "A good organizer and 
communicator. An outstanding coach.” 
—Bart Starr. Green Bay— " I’m not objective about Bart 
Starr I think he’s a great human being. He's doing a 
tremendous job having taken over in a most difficult situa­ 
tion. and I have enormous respect for him.”

to spend only a measly two per 
cent of its budget during the 
coming year on solar energy 
research and 
development," 
Bayh said 
The Ford administration will 
push solar energy. Bayh said, 
"only if the major oil compa­ 
nies figure out a way to collect 
royalties on the sun." 
Democrat Fred Harris stood 
in the falling snow outside a 
power company office at 


Manchester and said "political 
talk, especially now. is cheaper 
than electric bills." Harris 
challenged other Democrats to 
match his plan to cut electric 
rates for the poor and end tax 
breaks for utilities. 
Ford s New Hampshire visit 
is his second of the campaign. 
As soon as he leaves Friday, his 
COP challenger, 
Ronald 
Reagan, will arrive for two 
days of campaigning before 
Tuesday’s vote By the end of 
the week Ford will have spent 
four days campaigning in the 
state and Reagan 15. 
The Connally write-in cam­ 
paign is being financed by 
Texas native Richard Viguerie, 
a conservative who says he 
wants to offer New Hampshire 
Democrats "an alternative to 
the pack of liberals” seeking 
the nomination. 
C o n n ally, 
a 
fo rm e r 
Democratic governor of Texas 
who became a Republican dur­ 
ing the Nixon administration, 
has not endorsed the effort. He

Milk price

Miss Hearses 
companions as fugitives for 16 
months, tried, but failed, to 
have most state charges 
against them dismissed They 
argued that it was Miss Hearst 
— not them — who fired a 
fusillade of carbine shots at an 
Inglewood sporting goods store. 


Miss Hearst, testifying at her 
bank robbery trial in San Fran­ 
cisco, said that Oakland school 
superintendent Marcus Foster 
was 
m urdered 
by SLA 
members Nancy Ling Perry 
and Patricia Soltysik. She said 
his companion, Robert Black­ 
burn. was wounded by Donald 
DeFreeze, the SLA’s “General 
Field Marshal Cinque." 
All three died in a gunbattle 
with Los Angeles police. 
Little and Remiro, who were 
convicted of the murder and 
sentenced to life in prison, 
"were in the backup car" and 
did not fire any shots. Miss 
Hearst said 
In a statement relayed 
through their attorney. Little 
and Remiro denounced Miss 
Hearst’s story 
"She s lying 
about this the same way she a 
lying about everything else," 
they said. 


A Superior Court judge 
Wednesday rejected a motion 
to drop IO of the ii charges 
against the Harrises, including 
the assault counts based on the 
shooting at the sporting goods 
store.

Chipping away 


Bureaucracy, even though a 
10-letter word, can be uttered 
with every bit as much venom 
and vehemence as can any 
four-letter variety. 


The word itself has come to 
epitomize everything obstruc­ 
tionist in our society and any 
move to help ease its strangle 
hold on every citizen’s throat 
should come as welcom e 
relief. 


And that is exactly how we 
have seen the various moves 
being m ade in Congress 
toward relief, the most recent 
of which is a four-pronged at- 
tack tow ard reform of 
regulatory agencies which 
seem to appear like toadstools 
in a manure-ridden pasture. 


According to the Research 
Institute of Am erica, the 
Federal Trade Commission 
has promised to tighten en­ 
forcement procedures of the 
Robinson-Patman Act which 
prohibits discrimination in 
prices where there may be 
adverse competitive effects;

Reading the China mail 


WASHINGTON - The main reason the 
Central Intelligence Agency monitored 
the mails between the United States and 
the Chinese mainland, according to 
secret testimony, was to pick up clues 
about China’s atomic progress 
Testifying behind closed congressional 
doors, the former chief postal inspector. 
William Cotter, con­ 
firmed our earlier 
report that China mail 
was opened in the San 
Francisco Post Office.

however, has been 
kept secret until now. 
Cotter’s explanation 
didn't satisfy Rep. 
Charles Wilson, D- 
Calif., who presided 
over the closed ses­ 
sion. 
"You said that the - 
San Francisco project involved deter­ 
mining the point of development of 
atom ic energy in China.” pressed 
Wilson. "Now. how can a mail cover 
program determine such information?” 
"You have got me. sir." Cotter confes­ 
sed.

But of course, this 
wouldn’t explain why the CIA had to open 
the envelopes. 
Cotter said he had approved the illegal 
mail openings because he assumed the 
operation had been approved by the 
President as a national security neces­ 
sity. 
th e CIA has now informed the Post­ 
master General! added Cotter, that spies 
are no longer meddling with the mails. 
"We don't have any national security 
problems anymore?" asked Wilson. 
"In this area. I don’t think so.” said 
Cotter. He referred to the practice dur­ 
ing the Nixon years of watching the mail 
of si >pected ‘‘subversives.” Nowadays. 
he said. "it is a different world. I think.” 
"I hope so.” said Wilson. 
The 
secret testim ony reveals, 
however, that it is still easy for a govern­ 
ment agency to arrange a mail cover on 
almost any citizen. The agency isn’t per­ 
mitted to open the mail but can keep a 
record of who is writing to whom. 
In 1973-74. about 8.500 Americans had 
their mail checked in this manner. The 
FBI conducts the most mail covers, with 
the Internal Revenue Service next. State 
and local officials can also request mail 
covers, with the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice next. State and local officials can 
also request mail covers. All they need is 
approval from any one of 73 authorized 
postal officials. 
SUPREME COURT SHENANIGANS: 
Tile Supreme Court has its own police 
force which, in keeping with the court’s 
new law-and-order mood, is doggedly 
tracking some miscreants. 
It all started with a party that court 
employes threw for their department 
chief marshal. Frank Hepler,’ who has 
been eased out of his $31,50O-a-year job.

In a festive spirit, they ripped down 
some of the stem memos that Hepler 
had posted on the walls. These dealt with 
the duties, decorum and appearance of 
the court messengers, whom the ex- 
Marine commanded.

"accuracy in sorting mail.” 
The case of the missing memos was 
turned over to the Supreme Court’s 
private police force. Chief Albert Wong, 
with all the fanfare of a tv thriller, 
launched a full investigation. 
He refused to discuss the case with us, 
in the best police tradition, presumably 
to avoid the slightest teak that might 
alert the culprits. But unhappily for law- 
and-order in the Supreme Court’s mes­ 
senger room, we have learned what 
Wong’s dragnet has uncovered. 
He shrew dly retrieved several 


crumpled memos from the trash bins. 
He w as la te r o b se r v e d tak in g 
fingerprints off one of the memos. Dick 
Tracy style Then one of the messengers, 
Thomas West, was called in by the 
court’s keystone kops for repeated in­ 
terrogations On his final visit, he was 
told accusingly that two incriminating 
prints, matching those of his middle and 
index fingers, were found on the memo. 


The intrepid police chief, who had 
proclaimed his determination to find out 
"who ripped the memos off the walls.” 
now thinks he has solved the mystery. 
But Wong is wrong

WASHINGTON - The wielders of the 
big ax in the Office of Management and 
Budget have hacked away at public 
health services that can mean economies 
in an election year. This has been done 
partly by passing the buck back to the 
states with block grants adding up to a 
lot less than the federal programs that 
go out on a state-to- 
state basis. 
With the large scope 
of big government, it 
is often hard to trace 
cause and effect as 
between an economy 
and those out in the 
country who feel the 
consequences. Here, it 
seems to me. is one 
e x a m p le 
of 
how 
human beings can be 
hurt. and how that 
hurt multiplied many 
times over will increase the tensions of 
crime and violence already so deeply 
corrosive. 
Community mental health centers 
funded initially by the federal govern­ 
ment have been an important means in 
keeping the mentally disturbed out of 
already overcrowded institutions and in 
helping them to lead useful lives again. 
Under the block grant proposal, with a 
variety of services fighting for priority 
in the states, the centers are likely to 
come out last. 
John Wolfe, director of the National 
Council of Community Health Centers, 
says the President’s proposal will be 
ru in ou s to a s e r v ic e th a t has 
demonstrated its usefulness in some 500 
communities around the country. 
Together with sharp reductions in 
medicaid, it means that many will have 
to cut to the bone or close their doors. 
This comes at a time that, with the 
recession and unemployment greater 
than at any time since the 1930s. tensions 
are on a marked increase. 
It comes, too, with an increase in a 
phenomenon — child abuse — to which 
most of us would like to shut our eyes; to 
pretend it simply cannot happen in a 
civilized society. 
While it is hard to determine the exact 
increase because most people — the 
neighbors next door — do not want to get 
involved, there is reason to believe it is 
marked. Douglas Besharov, director of 
the Center on Child Abuse and Neglect in 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare recently told an inter­ 
viewer: 


“Until three months ago I would have 
said we don’t know. But recently I have 
gotten the impression that we are seeing 
an increase particularly related to the 


unemployment situation.” 
The American Humane Association 
reported to HEW that an estimated one 
million children are the object of abuse 
or neglect each year. Very few cases find 
their way into the courts, although an es­ 
timated two thousand to four thousand 
deaths a year occur from abuse. Oc­ 
casionally there are reports of parents 
brought to trial after the death of a child 
resulting from months of torture. The 
Humane Association’s figures indicate 
an increase of epidemic proportions. 
Are these unwanted children? Those 
supporting freedom of choice for abor­ 
tion believe so. But according to 
research by specialists concerned with 
this horror, the decrease in abuse is only 
IO per cent in areas where abortion is 
readily available. 
In recent years the concentration has 
been on professional training rather than 
legal action to help parents overcome 
the abuse syndrome. This was given

great impetus by a bill sponsored by Sen. 
Walter F Mondale. (D-Minn.) authoriz­ 
ing $85 million over a three-year period 
for federal aid to programs for the 
prevention, identification and treatment 
of child abuse. 
The community health centers were 
useful in helping disturbed parents find a 
way back to sanity. They have been a 
valuable tool in relieving tensions at a 
time when nearly 8,000,000 men and 
women were seeking in vain to find jobs; 
a safety valve for the despairing jobless 
unable to supply the wants and desires of 
their helpless children. 
The professional economizers dismiss 
all this as just another boondoggle. But 
as every action must have a reaction, 
closing down the safety valve in com­ 
munity after community is sure to bring 
explosion in crime and violence. 
That is the unreckoned cost, and a very 
great cost it may be, of the penny- 
pinching on vital health needs.

Wednesday I was in the midst of 
stories about an attempted rape and an 
assault at Lompoc High School, a plane 
crash that killed two persons, the follow­ 
up on a story about a murder at the FCL 
a protest by parents opposed to school 
closures and a neighborhood’s concerns 
about some partying that offended them 
when a sm all, but 
determined voice on 
the telephone asked: 
“Can you tell me how 
to get in touch with the 
United States Chess 
Federation?”
